LA8T WAR. 


‘With the Grecka'in Thessaly Mr 
Kinnaird Rose's book on the recent war— 
haa como out with remarkable proiptness ; 
it scems as if the echo of tha fighting 
had hardly time yet tq dic away. It isa 
capital book, not only in its description, 
which the public sampled before in the 
Reuter tolegrame, but in its analysis of 
the situation bofore and after tho atruggle, 
According to Mr Rowe, the weak spot in 
the whole Grook army ‘was that there 
was no real sense of military discipline, 
‘The drill,’ he says, ‘was loft mainly 
to tho non-commissioned officers, and 
the officors, at. drill, wore not in 
sufficiently closc contact” ‘with the men. 
Thero was no habit of implicit obedience 
to orders, and I havo actually seen an officer 
approach a private and implate him as’ a’ 


his non-commissioned drill-instructor On 
anvther occasion, when 4 smart shower of 
rain came on during drill, a battalion sim- 
ply melted away to sock the sholtor of tho 
nearest trees,’ - It ig obvious:that in, the 
favo of war carried on against them by the 
German officered and strictly disciplined 
Turkish forces, the Greoks could have little 
chance of success. Of course, there was 
the Greek enthusiasm and forvour to set 
ugainst all the other dofects.
